TO IMPROVE PROPERTY, 


Meeting to be Held in District Court 


Room Thursday Evening. 


A call Las been issued by C. Cesana to 


aHownerBofreal estate south of State 
street bridge, to attend a meeting to be 
held in the district court room Thursday 
evening; at 7.30, lo form a permanent or- 
g inization for the improvement of prop- 
erty in that section of the city. 
Among 


the movemonts which will be proposed 
are: 


First—To petition the city council to 


call on tha state railroad commissioners 
to locate a crossing between State and 
AsUand streets, that a street may be 
opened trom oae of those streets to the 
other to unite the south part of the city. 


Second—To have the council ask the 


commissioners to abolish the State street 
crossing, and if that ia impracticable to 
re diove the safety gates and make the 
street four rods wide, and to devise a pas- 
sage way over the tracks for pedestrians- 


Third—To petition the city council to 


remove water pipes now crossing private 
property on \l alnut and State streets and 
place them in tho highway. 


This movement will also include an 


eflort to get a new street opened between 
the east and west roads neap tho \Vither- 
ell farm. Ic is hoped the meeting will bo 
largely attended and all property owners 
in that part of the city are earnestly re- 
quested to be present. 


Tho community was greatly shocked 


Tuesday afternoon by the announcement 
that Henry A, Gady, a well known aud 
esteemed 
resident, 
had 
committed 


suicide at, his home on Church street. At 
first the statement seemed incredible, but 
the sad news was soon confirmed. 


Mr. Cady lived with his sister, Miss 


Mary A. Cady, who was at the home of 
W. W. Butler in Zylonite Tuesday. The 
servant girl noticed nothing unusual in 
Mr. Cady's appearance or manner. At 
about 11 o'clock he went to the cellar to 
fix the furnace fire and that was the last 
she saw of him. She thought nothing 
of 
his 
absence 
for 
some 
titnei 


but his failure to return finally led her to 
fear that something was wrong and some 
time after dinner she reported his ab- 
sence to Eugene Coon, driver for W. G. 
Cady, who lives near by, and ha went to 
the cellar to investigate. He found Mr. 
Cady on the cellar bottom with his throat 
cat. He reported the discovery to H. 
Torrey Cady, who also lives but a short 
distance away, and the latter summoned 
Drs. Stafford, Simpson and M. M. Brown 
by telephone. 
The doctors respondei 


promptly and found that Mr. Cady had 
been dead for some time before he wa^ 
discovered. His death was suicidal and 
the cut was made with the blade of a 
safety razor. The body was viewed later 
by Medical Examiner O. J. Brown. 


That Mr. Cady's mind was unbalanced 


there is no doubt, aud it is alo plain that 
it had been sojat times for two or tare.) 
weeks. At different times he talked to 
h_is brother in « way that showed him to 
be laboring under a delusion, but they 
thought this the result of n°ryousneas aris- 
ing from poor health and attached to it no 
great importance. When ho was in these 
moods he felt that there was a con- 
spiracy 
to 
ruin 
the 
Cady 
family, 


but 
they 
would soon pass away 


and he would appear all right again. And 
so with no warning sufficient to aronss 
the serious apprehensionsof his family hia 
malady progressed until he was led lo 
take his life. The deed was planned and 
executed with deliberation, as was evi- 
denced by a note of affectionate farewell 
left to the family. 


Mr. Cady was born in North Adams 54 


years ago, the son of Alanson and Jane 
A. Cady, His whole life was passed here. 
For 28 years he was employed as a fore- 
man in shoe factories operated by his 
brothers, W. G. and H, T. Cady. He gave 
up work four years ago on account of hi? 
health, which was far from good in spite 
of 
his 
robust, 
appearance, 
an

insanity 
which 
flnall. 


seized upon him was without doubt du< 
to his physical condition. He was a tea, 
ot sturdy and upright character. He wa 
respected by all and held in the highes 
esteem by those who knew Lim well. Hi 
always took a keen interest in public af 
fairs at home and throughout the coun 
try and kept himself well informed re 
garding the important movements of th 
day. lie was an excellent conversation 
alist and no man could talk with hi- 
without recognizing his mental powe 
and force of character, and being im 
pressed by his utter frankness and sincer 
ity.-IIis tragic death is sincerely mouruei 
and the sympathy of the coramnnifcy goei 
out in large measure to his afflicted family 


Mr. Cady was never married. He leave_ 


four brothers and three sisters, William 
G., H. Torrey, Edwin B. and Arthur D 
Cady, Mrs. Clarance A. Brown and Miss. 
Mary Cady, all of this city, and Mrs. John 
Williams of Columbus, Wis.

PENALTf OF' DEATH. 


Final Chapter In the Trial of Murderer 


Thorn. 


MURDER IM THE FIRST DEGREE. 


Verdict Recaived Stoically by 


Cold-Blooded Prisoner. 


New York, Dec. 1.—Martin Thorn, 


whose trial for the murder of William 
Guldensuppe has excited a great deal o[ 
interest in this city during triela?t three 
weeks, was found guilty of murder in 
the first degree by a Queens county jury 
in the Jjung Island courthouse Tuesday. 
At the icquuMt of his counsel, .Lawyers 
Howe and Moss, the passing of the death 
sentence was deferred 
until Friday 


morning:. 


Thorn heard the jurymen polled on 


their verdict, listened to each of them 
reallng his fate w ith a nervously uttered 
"yes;" gaaed at each one ol them and 
appeared to be Jess impressed with the 
solemnity of the o '—as.on than any one 
in the jury box. His fare never chaitsed 
color during the trying ordeal, but \wlh 
lips firmly compressed sincl jaws hard 
set, he faced the judge, jury and room 
full of spectators with the well-feigned 
stoicism of the egotist, which he surely 
is. 


At the opening: of the session Tues- 


day Mr. Howe made an 
application 


that the jurymen be permitted to 
gt> 


to fhe 
"Woodside 
cottag^o, so 
they 


could personally view the bathtub. 
"I want them to see," said Mr. Howe, 
"how impossible it would be for one per- 
son alone to cut up the body as de- 
scribed in a bathtub of the size of the one 
In the Wooflside cottage without mark- 
Ing the sides of the tub." 


0,'ne people's lawyers demurred, ana 


the court refused to grant Mr. Howe's 
request. A few minutes later Justice 
Macidox reconsidered his decision and 
allowed the jury to go to the collage, in 
charge of. a squad of detectives. 


The inspection of the cottage ocrrpied 


but eight minutes of the jury's time. 
No one was permitted upon the premises 
during the time the jurore were m the 
cottage. There is some discussion as to 
whether a mistake was not made hy the 
court in not sending Thorn to Woods de 
with the jury. At the time Mr. Hox^e 
sskecl that the jury be sent to Woociside 
to inspect the cottage, he said Thorn 
would waive his rights to go along- with 
the jury. 3_,airyors say that tho court of 
appeals has in a number of capital cases 
decided that counsel has no rig-ht to 
waive any of a prisoner's rights, and 
that the action of Mr. Howe may leave 
a loophole lor a nfw tiial, in case Thorn 
should be convicted.

will probably end the life of Valentino 
Bugent, 42 years old, a hired hand of 
Ernest Howland on the Burlingame farm 
at Bowea's Corners. He took the poison 
this morning at about 9 o'clock and went 
into an old sap-house, 200 yards irom the 
house,and lay down to die but at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon is still alive, with small 
chance of recovering. 


Rugent had 
been working for Mr. 


Howland about three months and had no 
relations and few acquaintances in tha^ 
section. Last night he went to Adams and 
supposedly indulged in drink. 
He re- 


turned hoina about 10 o'clock. He gol up 
this morning at the usual time and com- 
plained of not feeling well, but went 
about doing his chores after his usual 
custom. 
At about 9 o'clock, meeting 


Herbert Mogle, 12 years old he told him 
he had taken some paris green he had 
found in the barn and with this remark 
he wandered of into the woods and went 
into the sugar house. 


The boy informed Mr. Howland who 


went in search of Rugent and found him 
as above stated at 11 o'clock. The Adams 
police were notified and Dr. Crowley was 
summoned. Emetics were administered 
and the stomach pump applied, but it is 
believed that the poison has too thor- 
oughly saturated his system to make re- 
covery possible. He conseq lently lies at 
death's door. No cause for the atlemct 
at suicide is given. Rugent had been di- 
vorced. 


In his plea, Mr Howe spoke of Gotha 


as a "Judas," a Harvey Duff who fora 
sum of money was icady to sell his mas- 
ter or hip iuUmate friend. Ke fcaid from 
the day that Gotha appeared in police 
headcuiarttrs ivHh handcuffs on Him so 
as to make Thorn believe he was also 
a prisoner until the day he appeared on 
the witness stand Gotha had nevt?r done 
a day's work, but lived on the blood 
money which he pot very 
rrequ-?nUy 


frora several officers \vho were 1/mlcling' 
up the case against Thorn. Mr. Howe, 
referring to the visit of the jurors to the 
cottage, said he was positive they jmift 
have seen that it was impossib'e for one 
person to do the Putting- up of the body 
as it was accomplished. The womai.'s 
knowledge of anatomy which she tvag 
in possession of owing to experience in 
her proleesion stood her in grood stead 
when she was cutting: up the corpse ol 
her former lover, Guldensuppe. 


District Attorney Youngrs opened by 


saying: » "The woman tempted me and 
I did yield." Tho jurymen no doubt hafl 
read their bibles, and they knew exactly 
who nliade this excuse. He was sorry 
that both the man and woman were not 
Jointly tried, as they were jointly indict- 
ed and each was equally guiltj^ of the 
crime charged. Mrs. Nack was not on 
trial 
Sh» would be brought in due time 


before another tribunal, as 
phe ^ as 


equally girilly with Thorn. The people 
did not propose to put her on the stand 
to let h"r swear to lies as to -nhere she 
was or was not on the days immediately 
preceding and subsequent to the crime 
of the murder of Guldensuppe. Jlr. 
Young^ advised the jurymen not to be 
misled by the rloquence of Mr. Howe, 
which he said had been responsible for 
many a c"iminal escaping "the whip of 
justice." The representatives of the 
people in ihirf ca?e were not possessed of 
the wonderful eloquence and beautiful 
language of IIr. Howe, but they had 
produced something more eloquent, and 
that uas convincing and proof of the 
guilt of the secused.

When seen afterwards Mr. Howe said: 


"I thought the delay looked promising, 
but I cannot help the verdict. It is the 
fortune of war. 
I feel worse than Thorn 


does." 


District Attorney Toungs was very 


much pleased at the result, and said the 
jurors could have returned no other ver- 
dict conscientiously. 


None of the jurors would say anything 


about their deliberations, but it was 
learned from reliable persons that the 
first six ballots tallied 11 to one for con- 
viction. On the seventh ballot they all 
agreed. 


After Thorn is sentenced next Friday 


there is scarcely any doubt tha.t his la-vr- 
yers will appeal, &nd the infliction of the 
death penalty in the electric chair at 
Sing Sing will probably be delayed for a 
long time, and possibly be prevented al- 
together. Just what will become of Mrs. 
Nack has not been made known by the 
Queens county .authorities, for it is gen- 
erally thought that the people will accept 
a plea from her which will not call for 


punishment.

The Republican city convention for the 


purpose of nominating candidates for 
mayor and other city officers was held 
in the district court room Tuesday even- 
ing and caused considerable interest.
